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Brown to open 1,500 state jobs 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - In his first 
major action as governor, Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. has assigned an executive 
order to take advantage of $15 million in 
federal funds to create about 1,500 state 
public service jobs. 
The 
order 
triggered 
California’s 
participation in the federal Employment 
and Training Act of 1973, which is 
designed to stem rising unemployment. 
About 787,600 persons are unemployed , 
in California now with a jobless rate of 9* 
per cent—one of the highest levels since* 


the Great Depression. 
Former Gov. Ronald Reagan had 
begun some spadework on the program 
but it largely had lain fallow until Brown 
succeeded Reagan Monday. 
“ We are going to use to the fullest the 
millions of dollars available to put 
Californians back to work,” Brown said 
in his inaugural address. “ We are going 
to cooperate with local government and 
industry to create as many new jobs as 
humanly possible.” 
Brown set Jan. 30 as a target date for 


the hiring of at least 500 of the 1,500 new 
state employes, who will be exempt 
from the civil service but eligible for 
state health and retirement benefits. 


In addition, he noted an extra 12,500 
state positions may be created by an 
extra $100,000 made available by a 
recently enacted federal jobs program. 


Under the 1973 act, $122 million was 
made available to cities and counties 
last July to hire unemployed persons for 
public service jobs. 


Price cuts told as 
auto industry sinks 


United Press International 
Chrysler Corp., plagued by sagging 
sales and a large backlog of unsold cars, 
today said it planned a sales promotion 
that would result in the first large scale 
price cuts in the automobile industry. 
The industry Monday reported its 
worst nonstrike sales year since 1959 At 
the same time, the government's banker 
said consumers are shying away from 
major purchases at a record level. And 
President Ford’s chief economic adviser 
said unemployment may reach nearly 
7.5 million this year. 
A spokesman for Chrysler said the 
company would begin a rebate program 
Sunday for buyers of new cars. The 
company declin«! to discuss the details, 
but the Wall Street Journal said the 
rebates would cut the price of vehicles 
$200 to $400 
It would be the first large-scale price 
cuts in the auto industry since it went 
into its sales slump. 
In another development, gold prices 
declined further in Europe following the 
lack luster U.S. gold auction Monday. 
Gold sold in Zurich between $165 and 
$170 a troy ounce in early trading and 
dropped to $163 before buying activity 
sent the price back up in the afternoon to 
$172. 
In London, gold declined to $165.50. 
Buying activity later in the day sent the 
price to $172, $2 higher than Monday. 


Alan Greenspan, President Ford’s 
chief economist, said Monday recession 
would get worse before it gets better He 
predicted a bottoming out, but added 
“ the timing and the strength of the 
ensuing recovery is still uncertain ” 
The latest blow to the economy came 
Monday from the beleaguered auto 
industry, which reported sales totaled 
only 429,000 in December and 7,449,000 
for 1974 —the worst nonstrike month and 
year figures since 1959. Burgeoning 
inflation, 
deepening 
recession 
and 
gasoline shortages shared the blame 
Greenspan, chairman of the Council of 
Econom ic 
Advisers, 
predicted 
unemployment would reach 8 per cent 
In terms of worker totals —nearly 7 Mi 
million —it would be the highest since 
the Depression. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon 
said Ford would present to Congress in 
two weeks a “ tough, comprehensive and 
effective” economic policy.

Ford, Navy say Enterprise 
won't help battered S. Viets 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford has been watching with concern 
the stepped up fighting 
in South 
Vietnam, but does not intend to violate 
legal prohibitions against the use of 
American military force in that part of 
the world, a spokesman said today. 
White House Press Secretary told 
reporters Ford intended to abide by a 
law passed by Congress in 1973 which 
prohibits 
the 
United 
States 
from 
carrying out any military activity “ in, 
over or from the shores of” any of the 
four states of Indochina. 
“ The United States and the President 
are going to live up to the law,” he said. 
But he added that Ford “ is concerned 
and he is watching the situation closely.” 
Nessen flatly rejected reports that a 
Navy task force headed by the nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier Enterprise 
which left the Subic Bay in the 
Philippines earlier today may be headed 
for the waters off South Vietnam. 
The task force set sail hours after 
Communist troops inflicted a major 
military defeat on Saigon government 
troops. The Pentagon said the ships 


were headed directly southwest, but 
refused to disclose their destination. 
Asked whether the Enterprise could 
possibly be moving toward the Middle 
East, Nessen replied, “ Not that I am 
aware of.” 


The Pentagon said today that a Navy 
task force led by the nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier Enterprise was headed 
directly southwest from the Philippines 
and not in the direction of South 
Vietnam. 


Pentagon 
spokesman 
W illiam 
Beecher indicated that the task force’s 
path would take it directly to the Straits 
of Malacca, the entry to the Indian 
Ocean. But he refused to comment when 
asked if the task group would enter the 
Indian Ocean. 
American diplomatic sources in the 
Far East said the ships, which sailed 
from Subic Bay in the Philippines 
today, were headed in the direction of 
South Vietnam. The task force set sail 
just hours after Communist troops 
inflicted a major military defeat on 
Saigon government troops. 


Communist forces firing powerful 
130mm artillery guns at point-blank 
range 
drove 
diehard 
government 
defenders out of Pkhuoc Binh today, 
capturing the war-torn province capital 
at the end of a five-day siege. 
The 
big 
guns 
smashed 
the 
government’s command bunker, leaving 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese troops 
in control of all Phuoc Long Province, 
the only South Vietnamese province 
entirely in Communist hands. 
Military sources said the Communists 
hauled the 130mm artillery pieces to 
within 100 yards of the concrete bunker 
this morning, lowered the long barrels 
and opened fire. The big guns have a 
range of up to 18 miles. 
The surviving defenders, covered by 
dive-bombing 
warplanes, 
abandoned 
their last holdout and fled the province 
capital, 66 miles north of Saigon. 
The Saigon command reported the 
city in flames and expressed fear for the 
lives of the 26,000 residents. A spokes­ 
man said the defenders were trying to 
fight their way back to government lines 
25 miles away. 
Lockouts fifth week: stalemate

reported an inspection of two J-M 
facilities near Highway 1, south of 
Lompoc had been vandalized. Carlson 
said there was minor damage, mostly of 
“ nuisance value” to two well facilities.

Who'll enjoy costly awards: 
the deserving, or thieves?

The fact about the two new beautification awards 
program plaques is that they are too beautiful and too 
valuable So, the Lompoc Beautification Commission 
has a problem: 
How can the plaques be displayed in the winner’s 
well-manicured yard without them being ripped-off7 
Suggestions to date range from taking out insurance 
on the thick, 24” x 30” redwood plaques to anchoring 
them with 500 pound balls. 
Handcarved, stained, and lettered in happy yellow, 
orange, and white, the two plaques cost $100 to $200 
each. But neither have been shown off under the 
commission’s 
recently 
revamped 
beautification 
awards program — although winners under the new 
program for November and December have been 
selected. 
The Beautification Commission has been waiting 
for its secretary, urban planner Mike Kaufman of the 
Community Development Office, 
to solve the 
pilferage problem. 
During the Dec. 30 commission meeting, there was 
a discussion of how to safely display the plaques, the 
same discussion that’s been going on for the past four 
or five months. First, Chairman Dave Schwark 
suggested hanging the plaques in the winners' front 
window — from the curtain rod. 
" I’ll guarantee you that no woman will stand for 
that,” responded commissioner Julia Sand. 
After her suggestion of putting the plaques on 
wheels was met with limp enthusiasm, Mrs. Sand 
turned to Kaufman and matter-of-factly instructed, 
“ Mike, you come up with something.” 
The commission — at least for the moment — had 
dealt soundly with the problem. 
Over the months, this Beautification Commission 
reporter has heard a variety of solutions. None, 
though, have been praised by anyone other than the 
people who proposed them. 
The solutions, besides what has been mentioned 
above, include bolting the plaques to the winner’s 
garage door, chaining them to dog spikes, and 
displaying them above the winner’s fireplace. 
Kaufman’s latest idea is simply to mount the 
plaques on decorative poles and stick them into the 
ground. 
“ How will you prevent theft?” this reporter 
inquired over the phone. 
“ I’m thinking about insuring them,” Kaufman 
answered seriously, but with a small laugh too. “ We 
probably can get insurance. You know, they are 


expensive.” 
On the same day, commissioner Jim Magnuson was 
asked how he thought the plaques could be displayed 
safely. He recommended displaying them closer to 
the winners’ home and have the winners take them in 
every night of the month they display them and put 
them out every morning, like a house cat. 
Before 
the 
revamped 
beautification 
awards 
program, the plaques were placed so near the curbs 
that they were easily stolen, Magnuson noted. 
The beautification awards program, which started 
before any of the present commissioners can 
remember, was created to encourage residents and 
businessmen to improve the looks of their homes and 
establishments. Under the program, home owners 
and businessmen are recognized for their labors with 
an award plaque displayed on their beautiful 
landscaping for all the community to observe and 
appreciate. 
After a month, the plaques are rotated to another 
two winners. 
The plaques at first were made of wood and 
handsomely stained and decorated. They were so 
handsome that they were often stolen off the winner’s 
lawns. 
A “ piece of white tin that looked like a street sign” 
eventually replaced them. The new plaques were less 
expensive, less attractive, and stolen less often. 
In 
1973, 
the Beautification Commission lost 
whatever it is that keeps a governing body charged. 
The seven-member commission frequently failed to 
make a quorum, a commissioner or two resigned, and 
the commission’s pet project, the beautification 
awards, went months without honoring deserving 
homes and businesses. The commissioners neglected 
to tour the streets and make the selections. 
Since then, the group has been reduced to five 
members by City Council resolution and new, 
concerned commissioners have taken office. Besides 
finishing and passing a complicated street tree 
program and budgeting some 14 projects to beautify 
Lompoc during the 1974-75 fiscal year, the new body 
has revamped the beautification awards program and 
replaced the old tinny, award plaques with the two 
solid and expensive ones. 
Just last week the commission solved the seemingly 
unsolvable problem that led to the big uproar about 
unwanted street trees being planted on West Hickory 
Avenue. But they are baffled on how to display the 
two plaques so they won’t be stolen. 
“ We’d love to have any suggestion,” says Mrs. 
Sand.

WASHINGTON (UPI).- Vice President Nelson A Rockefeller 
has called CIA Director William E. Colby as one of the first 
witnesses to testify before the first meeting of the special 
presidential investigating committee next Monday, a spokesman 
announced today. 
The spokesman, John Mulliken, said Rockefeller announced the 
first meeting in a telegram to members of the blue-ribbon panel 
set up last weekend by President Ford to investigate alleged 
illegal domestic spying by the Central Intelligence Agency. The 
commission must issue its findings by April 4 
The telegram said the commission’s first meeting will be held 
between 10 30 a m. and 4:30 p.m. EST Monday in Rockefeller's 
suite in the Executive Office Building, adjacent to the White 
House. 
“Mr Colby, head of the CIA, and others will join us during the 
course of the day,” it said. 
The names of the other witnesses were not disclosed, but it was 
assumed they eventually would include Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger; Richard Helms, former director of the CIA now 
ambassador to Iran, and possibly James Angleton, the chief of 
CIA counter-intelligence who recently resigned. 
Rockefeller meanwhile is expected to announce commission 
staff appointments later this week, according to informed 
sources 
The sources said the appointment will include staff not only for 
the eight-member commission set up by President Ford Sunday 
but for Rockefeller’s particular staff as head of the investigation 
The vice president, a known advocate of strong national 
security, nevertheless was said to be determined to identify and 
weed out any Central Intelligence Agency personnel who may 
have been responsible for the agency’s alleged involvement in 
domestic espionage — if such wrongdoing is found.

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Million gallon oil spill 


threatens Asian coasts 


SINGAPORE (UPI) — Japan rushed maritime experts to the 
Malacca Strait today to probe the causes behind a million-gallon 
oil spill that threatened the beaches of three Southeast Asian 
nations. 
Tokyo government officials said Prime Minister Takeo Miki and 
oil industry experts were shocked by the news that the Japanese 
supertanker ran aground in an “extremely dangerous shallow 
zone” early Monday. 
Miki instructed his experts to take “extraordinary efforts” to 
deal with the situation and to investigate as well the amount of 
damages Japan will be required to pay, the officials said. 
In Kuala Lumpur, meanwhile, Malaysian officials expressed 
“grave concern” the 1.5-mile-long slick would ruin the beaches of 
Singapore, Malaysia and Indonesia. 
“An accident of this nature is not unexpected in the congested 
traffic situation in the Strait of Malacca and adjacent waters,” 
Environment Minister Ong Kee Hui said, but he stressed the 
Malaysian government was watching the situation closely. 
"The government, therefore, views the Showa Maru incident 
and the existing congestion in the strait with grave concern, and 
has already started work on an overall contingency plan for the 
Strait of Malacca,” he said. 


Singapore’s port, 
maritime, 
defense and environmental 
agencies joined forces in an attempt to control the mass leakage 
from the 237,666-ton tanker Showa Maru. 
Tlie giant ship ran aground Monday on rocks and coral reefs five 
miles off Singapore’s coast, cracking three of the vessel’s 12 huge 
oil tanks. 
Petroleum gushed out of the shattered tanks, blackening the 
Singapore Straits between St. John Island and the Sister Islands. 
The Showa Maru, fully laden with 224,000 tons of oil, was 
traveling from the Persian Gulf to Japan through the Singapore 
Straits when it grounded. 


Fire-fighting vessels sprayed detergents on the oil spill in an 
effort to break up the mass before currents pushed the petroleum 
ashore on Singapore’s beaches. 
The 6,006-ton Exxon tanker Neptune steamed to the scene of the 
accident to begin pumping part of the cargo out of the grounded 
Showa Maru. 
Authorities expressed hope the transfer would lighten the 
supertanker enough for tugboats to pull the vessel free of the 
rocks and coral reefs.

Why did Exxon pick this site for 
an onshore treatment facility? 


We think the picture gives you the 
answer. Corral Canyon, just off 
Highway 101,20 miles up the coast 
from Santa Barbara, has been the 
site of oil production for many, many 
years. It is not virgin territory. 


Even so, the facility that Exxon will 
construct here, if approved, will be 
barely visible from the highway. This 
facility will be behind the ridge indicated 
by the arrow in the photograph, more 
than a mile from the freeway. 
To test visibility, Exxon’s consultants 
built panels the size of the tower tops, 
and, with weather 
balloons, raised 
them to tower 
height behind the 
ridge. Observers 
standing beside the 
freeway could 
barely distinguish 
even the weather 
balloons, which 
were several times larger and many 
feet higher than the virtually invisible 
simulated tower tops. From a moving 
car —- nothing. 
So, the area will look very little different 
than it does now, even after the facility 
goes in. 
Why does Exxon propose an onshore 
facility when we’re drilling offshore? 
The treatment facility is required to re­ 
move water that is present with the oil 
and gas when it is produced. The facility 
is also needed to remove impurities from 
the gas to make it readily usable. 
This treatment facility could also be 
placed offshore. In fact, this alternative 
has already been approved by the 


Federal government. But Exxon believes 
the onshore canyon site is clearly prefer­ 
able. 


For the facility we need only 15 acres. 
But to form a complete buffer zone, 
Exxon bought the entire canyon — 1,500 
acres from the ocean to Los Padres 
National Forest and from ridge to ridge. 
The facility will be built more than a 
mile up the canyon and around a comer 
into the small tributary Las Flores Can­ 
yon. Portions of the canyon used for 
agriculture and grazing will continue to 
be leased for these functions. 
We know that citizens of Santa Bar­ 
bara County are extremely concerned 
with protecting the environment. In 
fact, this has been our overriding con­ 
sideration in selecting the best site for 
our production facilities. 
But another important factor is the 
disposition of the natural gas produced. 
With an onshore facility, the gas can be 
delivered to a pipeline for use as needed 
energy. If the treatment facility is lo­ 
cated offshore, the gas cannot be used,

but will have to be injected back into the 
reservoir from which it was produced. 
We sincerely hope that even our most 
vigorous opponents will recognize the 
advantages of an onshore site. 
Work cannot start on the onshore 
facility until a series of local public 
hearings are held and approvals are 
obtained from county agencies. We are 
now in the process of reviewing our 
proposals with these agencies. We be­ 
lieve they will agree that the onshore 
site is environmentally preferable.But 
if it is ruled out, we will then turn to the 
alternative offshore plan. 
Recently a public opinion survey was 
conducted for Exxon in which this ques­ 
tion was asked: 
“If the Federal government does per­ 
mit offshore oil production, do you think 
it would be better for the necessary 
treatment facilities to be built onshore 
or offshore?’’ 
Of those expressing an opinion, 72.8% 
said onshore.

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The Brown years begin ... again 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Newly inaugurated 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. set the fiscal tone of a 
“ no nonsense” administration today by a ban 
doning the fleet of gubernatorial limousines and 
cutting his own office budget 
He also acted to secure up to 12,500 federally 
financed public service jobs for the unemployed 
this year, again promised no new general taxes 
in 1975 and vowed to “ remove the special (tax) 
privileges of the few.” 
Sounding 
much 
like 
his 
predecessor, 
Republican Ronald Reagan, the Democratic 
chief executive declared that “ every branch and 
department of state government must re­ 
examine itself with a view toward eliminating 
expenditures not absolutely necessary ” 


“ For my part,” he told the Democratic- 
dominated 
legislature Monday in a concise 
eight-minute inaugural speech, “ 1 propose a flat 
7 per cent reduction in my own office budget.” 
Aides said the cut back would involve about 
$110,000, most of it resulting in savings from the 
previously announced decision not to renew the 
lease of Reagan s private jet airplane. 


It was also disclosed that Brown will give up 
the fleet of three gubernatorial limousines in 
favor of a conservative 1974 Plymouth as his 
official state sedan. An aide said this was an 


New chief exec trims own office budget 


“ example of the spirit in which he’s going to 
approach the governorship. ” 
After the inaugural address, termed a “no 
nonsense” message by his father former Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown, the new governor traveled 
to San Francisco and Los Angeles for meetings 
with local officials. He dined privately with 
friends and spent the night at his Los Angeles 
home. 
Brown, who singled out rising inflation and 
soaring unemployment as his chief targets, 
signed as one of his first major acts an order to 
plug state government into federally financed 
public service jobs for the unemployed. 
He directed that the first 500 of an initial 1,500 
state posts be filled by Jan. SO and said as many 
as 12,500 such jobs could be financed this year in 
California under new federal legislation. 
Shortly after he took office in 1967, Reagan 
announced an across-the-board reduction in the 
budgets of state departments, but Brown 
advisers cautioned against presuming that the 
cut announced by the new governor for his 
would apply equally to other agencies. 
“Gov. Brown reviewed all the budgets 
thoroughly and examined them carefully in the 
short time he had,” state finance Director Roy 
M. Bell said. “ It was not an arbitrary decision 
like 
the 
one 
made 
by 
the 
Reagan 


administration.” 
The state budget to be proposed by Brown on 
Friday is expected to exceed $11 billion Current 
spending totals about $10.4 billion. 
Brown 
told 
the 
lawmakers 
he 
was 
“ determined to see this year through without 
asking the people for further sacrifices in the 
form of new (general) taxes” and urged that the 
level of taxation be kept at a “ level no higher 
than it is today.” 


However, he called for eliminating “ special 
privileges of the few” by imposing a minimum 
tax on preferential income of the wealthy, 
abolishing the oil depletion allowance and doing 
away with the home office tax exemption of 
insurance companies. 


He also announced support for legislation to 
make it easier to tax big business by reducing 
minimum favorable vote in the legislature from 
two-thirds to a simple majority. Currently, 
consumer taxes can be increased by a majority 
vote of each house. 
Brown repeated his call for a secret ballot 
farm labor union representation law, extension 
of unemployment insurance to farm workers 
and said “ appropriate mechanisms” should be 
established for public employes to choose their 
collective bargaining agents.

He said Washington decided 
to proceed with plans for the 
refueling post despite a U N.

He said the move touched off 
a heavy flow of cables from 
countries 
bordering on the 
Indian Ocean “ At one period 
we had cables on this issue 
going back and forth between 
42 capitals,” he said. 
"But we made no effort to 
explain why we wanted to be 
there or what our needs were,” 
he said. “ We made no effort to 
win acquiescence —not to say 


Brown to change PUC, 
pollution, justice 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Gov Edmund G Brown Jr. told 
Southern Californians on his first day in office that he will set up a 
single state antipollution agency 
“Their performance will be measured each week in whether or 
not we can take a deep breath, and see the mountains in Southern 
California,” Brown told a meeting of about 400 elected officials. 
Brown said be wants to combine a number of state agencies into 
a single Environmental Protection Agency, and that “ We will 
take a tough attitude towards smog. ” 
“The state has the authority to reverse decisions made by local 
pollution districts. If variances (from pollution controls) are not 
justified, we are going to reverse them,” Brown said. 
Brown said he wants stricter penalties for smog law violators, 
regulations requiring the auto industry to “ clean up its own 
department,” and guidelines by the Public Utilities Commission 
that “ encourage people to conserve ” 
"Now, the more (energy > you use, the cheaper it is. We re going 
to change the rate structure in the PUC,” he said 
Brown said his administration would take school quality into 
account in allocating funds for education. 
"More money for schools does not always translate into better 
learning,” he said "Schools should provide discipline, opportunity 
and inspiration. 
“ If they do, we have plenty of money. If not, they won’t get a 
dime.” 
He also called for a “ re-evaluation of the whole system of 
justice-it neither punishes nor deters nor rehabilitates. It just 
absorbs money, and we want to change that.

Edmund G. Brown Jr. says he 
plans to select Jim Lorenz, a founder of the California Rural Legal 
Assistance as director of the state Employment Department.

Superintendent of Public Instruction Wilson 
Riles and Attorney General Evelle Younger 
—the only Republican in the group. 
Ms. Eu, becoming the first person of Chinese 
ancestry to hold a statewide post, was sworn in 
before her former colleagues in the Assembly 
chamber. 
The former assemblywoman from Oakland 
then was escorted to a reception across the 
street from the Capitol by a group of Chinese 
lion dancers from San Francisco’s Chinatown 
Firecrackers were set off during the brief 
celebration outside the Capitol. 
The crackle of the firecrackers could be heard 
in the Senate chambers where Dymally took the 
oath of office to 
become 
the 
first black in 
California history to hold 
the 
state’s No. 2 
constitutional office. He represented the Watts 
district of Los Angeles in the Senate from 1966 
through last year 


Dymally, 48, was introduced at the ceremony 
by outgoing Lt. Gov. John Harmer, who gave up 
his Senate seat a month prior to last 
November’s election to replace former Lt. Gov. 
Ed Reinecke. 


Harmer quipped that perhaps 
the two men 
someday could be entered 
into 
the Guinness 
books of records —he for serving the shortest 
time as lieutenant governor and Dymally for 
serving the longest.

Dymally told about 250 people crowded into

I’m going to work very hard to 
justify that confidence ” 


Unruh, 
52, 
California’s 
most 
powerful 
legislator in the 1960s, ended a four-year 
absence from elective office when he was sworn 
in during ceremonies in the Capitol rotunda 


“ It’s awfully good to be back,” Unruh told 
several 
hundred 
persons 
attending 
the 
ceremonies “ I can’t tell you how much I 
missed being in the middle of the decision­ 
making arena.” 


Unruh. who served 16 years in the Assembly, 
including nine as speaker, left the legislature in 
1970 to run unsuccessfully for governor against 
Ronald Reagan After failing in a bid to become 
mayor of Los Angeles in 1973, Unruh waged a 
low-keyed campaign to win the treasurer's post 
in November. 


Cory, 35, was administered the oath in the 
controller’s office.

National Guard to encircle 
monastery held by Indians 


GRESHAM, Wis. (UPI) — National Guard troops were ordered 
to patrol an Indian-occupied monastery today, relieving law 
officers who have been on the scene since the New Year’s Day 
takeover. 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey called out 250 guardsmen from Green 
Bay Monday night, his first official move to end the occupation, 
which has been marked by several exchanges of gunfire between 
Indian militants and law officers. 
The Indians in the novitiate were told Monday night the National 
Guard would arrive by 6 a.m Tuesday and they agreed to continue 
a cease-fire begun Monday “ until further negotiations can be 
begun in the morning.” 
A report out of Lincoln, Neb., Monday night said Dennis Banks 
and Russell Means, two American Indian Movement leaders who 
headed the Indian occupation at Wounded Knee, S.D., were on 
their way to Gresham. 
Gunfire broke out during the weekend and continued with a 
heavy outburst of shots Monday morning. But a cease-fire 
agreement finally was reached and honored and there has been no 
renewed violence. Thus far, there have been no injuries.

Laying the groundwork for theU.S.E.

BRUSSELS - (LENS) - 
The embers of old debates 
about direct elections to the 
European parliament have 
flic k e re d su d d en ly and 
surprisingly into life. The 
French president, M. Valery 
Giscard d’Eslaing, wishing 
among other things to adver­ 
tise his escape from the 
gaullist past, wants his col­ 
leagues from the rest of the 
Nine at the approaching sum­ 
mit in Paris to fix a date at 
which voters in Europe will 
begin to elect deputies to 
Strasbourg directly. The 
desired year is 1980. the date 
set at an earlier Paris sum­ 
mit two years ago for politi­ 
cal union. 
This is a c h a n g e for 
France. The idea of a strong 
European parliament did not 


fit easily either with de 
Gaulle’s vision of Europe or 
with his views of elected as­ 
semblies. Earlier plans for 
direct election in I960 were 
s t i ll b o r n . Now G is c a r d 
d'Estaing s initiative coin­ 
cides with fresh proposals 
from the assembly itself on 
how to handle European elec­ 
tions. 
The Treaty of Rome 
says that the assembly shall 
“draw up proposals for elec­ 
tion by universal suffrage in 
accordance with a uniform 
procedure in all member 
states." But that will mean 
ironing out differences in the 
Nine’s electoral habits. The 
minimum voting age varies 
from 18 in Britain to 20 in 
Denmark and 21 in Italy. Vot­ 
ing in Belgium is obligatory, 
voluntary elsewhere. The life 
of parliaments in member 
states varies. But striking a 


balance should not be too 
hard. 
A three-day election —

Are we approaching collapse? 


By NEA/London Economist News Service 
If the world drowns it will be in petromoney, not in infla­ 
tion or unemployment The world can survive an ordinary 
recession; it can even live horribly through a big slump, once 
hunger marches and one or two political revolutions provide 
a belated stimulant to mankind s latent common sense. 
What it cannot much longer withstand is an accumulation 
of such nonsenses as the present sorry state of the British 
balance of payments spread out all over the world stage by a 
glut of petromoney. If the world drow ns it will not be because 
of its inability to adjust to orthodox economic crise s-in ­ 
deed, prices of raw materials other than oil are already fall­ 
ing. It will be because a rain of petromoney has washed 
away the very financial mechanisms by which such things as 
unemployment and inflation can be cured. 
The new transfer of real resources to the oil-producing 
countries is modest (and, truth to tell, long overdue). But the 
imbalance of payments it has caused is not. Neither the in­ 
dustrialized part of the world nor the rest can count on sur­ 
viving a financial collapse caused by oceans of oil money 
that rob the word money itself of meaning. Such an inunda­ 
tion will sweep with it the rain gods who make it, be they 
Arabs, Iranians, Nigerians or whoever. 
That is the hope—that the Shah of Iran, the Arabs and 
General Gowon will see that their own interests are im­ 
perilled when general stability is. This hope has led both 
Henry Kissinger and President Giscard d’Estaing of France 
to call, unfortunately at d ifferent m om ents, for a 
conference —not one in which blocks of nations would be 
ranged against another, but one attended by all those of the 
world’s major powers (a term that now includes the Arabs 
and Iran) who share the instinct to survive. 
Until last Christmas it was a cause for anxiety whenever 
the balances of world trade and capital movements fell out 
of kilter by a few billions of dollars. When the world’s ac­ 
cumulated stock of expatriate American dollars had risen 
towards $100 billion by 1971 it was the signal for a disorder in 
markets from which the world’s economies have never 
satisfactorily recovered. 
Such figures are as nothing now. The oil producers are ac­ 
cumulating foreign exchange, which they have not the 
capacity to spend, at a rate variously estimated at $60-$80 
billion in a single year. They find that their own bills for in­ 
dustrial and arms imports are soaring, but even so they are 
taking in far more than they can spend, at the current level 
of oil prices, for years to come. Depending on how much of it 
they do contrive to spend, this mass of unspent petrodollars 
and petropounds will amount to between $350 billion and 
$500 billion by 1980. 
Such sums in such hands are unspendable. Some oil coun­ 
tries simply do not have the people to spend the money on. 
Others, such as Iran, Nigeria and Iraq, will one day be able to 
spend as much as they get. But in the meantime they will all 
find that the financial claims which their piles of money rep­ 
resent cannot be met by the industrialized countries. When 
obligations cannot be met, the bank balance in which they 
reside is worthless. At that moment the bank-even though 
the rest of its business may be sound—is broke. 
That bank is the world. The object must be to make it sol­ 
vent again. 
The oil countries’ own oil money should be available for 
them to spend wherever and whenever they can spend it on 
real goods; but until they can thus use it, it should be stowed 
away somewhere where its very presence does not mock the 
rest of the financial system out of existence. 


The European parliament 
now has 198 deputies, chosen, 
often reluctantly, by their 
colleagues in national parlia­ 
ments. That is roughly one 
deputy for every 1.3 million 
Europeans. National parlia­ 
ments in the Nine, on aver­ 
age, have one deputy for ev­ 
ery 66,000 people. If Europe's 
new directly elected parlia­ 
ment were to try to be as 
“representative’’ as that it 
would be swamped by at 
least 5,000 deputies, or more 
than three times as many 
people as went down with the 
Titanic. 
A realistic size for the as­ 
sembly would be closer to the 
average for Germany’s, Bri­ 
tain’s, Italy’s and France’s — 
that is, about 560 deputies. 
The seats are now dealt out 
among the Nine on a quota 
basis, and all past attempts to 
d e v ise a “ u n ifo rm p r o ­ 
cedure" have foundered on 
the difficulty of hitting on a 
scheme that does not give 
countries either far too many 
or far too few seats. Anything 
resembling proportional rep­ 
resentation, without quotas, 
would cut back the number of 
seats for small countries to a 
handful. 
The small five — Holland, 
Belgium, Denmark, Ireland 
and Luxembourg - make up 
barely an eighth of the EEC s 
population but they share be­ 
tween them over a quarter of 
the seats in the European 
parliament. A quota system, 
on the other hand, cannot be 
truly “uniform," as it leaves 
the big countries u n d e r­ 
represented. Under the pres­ 
ent quota system, Germany, 
Britain, Italy and France 
have, on average, one Euro- 
i 
iean deputy for every 1.5 mil- 
ion people, and the small 
five have one for every 460,- 
000. 
The problem is an old one 
and several of the Nine have 
two-chamber 
legislatures, 
embodying different voting 
S 
rinciples, to get around it. 
ut this way out has few 
backers in Strasbourg, and a 
mention of a bicameral Euro­ 
pean assembly was recently 
taken out of a report on Euro­ 
pean union by the parlia­ 
ment. 
The report’s proposals add 
up to a compromise. While 
s tic k in g to q u o tas, and 
enlarging the proposed as­ 
sembly to 355 members, the 
seats would be allocated so as 
to give the big countries bet­ 
ter “representation” without 
taking away any of the small 
countries’ seats. Until party 
loyalties which cross national 
frontiers emerge, anything 
but quotas of seats is hard to 


imagine. 
Despite the party labels in 
the assembly at Strasbourg, 
deputies there are Germans 
or Italians first and Christian 
Democrat or Socialist second. 
Party labels do not travel 
well in Europe. Helmut 
Schmidt's Social Democrat 
brand of politics is more akin 
to Edward Heath’s than to 
Harold Wilson's. 
The fate of these proposals 
for a European ballot rests 
with the Nine The depth of 
France's new commitment to 
direct elections is far from 
certain Willy Brandt, speak­ 
ing a year ago in Strasbourg, 
was the last major politician 
to lend the idea support, and 
though the Frencn presi­ 
dent’s influence is now prob­ 
ably greater than Brandt’s

If you were reading the Record in 
October, then you know that reviewing 
plays can be a vulnerable undertaking 
You review a drama production and a 
reader reviews you.

However, I believe that a reviewer 
must be a responsible one and take his 
job seriously, for reasons I will touch on 
iater.

that 
responsibility, in all fairness, should be 
based on something more substantial 
than his fondness for seeing his name in 
print 
Does 
the 
reviewer 
really 
enjoy 
theater9 Does he see all the theater that 
he can? Does he read other reviewers 
and 
drama 
critics? 
Does he 
read 
playwrights? Does he talk about theater 
when the opportunity arises? 
A responsible reviewer should be able 
to answer yes to such questions. 


Some shortsighted advice I hear once 
in awhile is to encourage not criticize 
high school and community theater 
productions By this I assum e they mean 
write just favorable comments about 
amateur productions and actors and 
ignore or deny any poor work 
This advice is unfair to the reader and 
to the actor 
Primarily, I,like all reviewers, write a 
review for the reader who is considering 
paying $2 or so to see the subject play. 
To portray the play as something better 
than I think it is, is to deceive and 
mislead the reader 


Moreover, I would not get away with 
this deception more than once or twice 
because I will very shortly lose my 
credibility The reader will see the play 
with my review in mind and realize that 
I copped out. 


To tell an amateur actor he performed 
very well when in fact his performance 
was lacking is to deceive and mislead 
that actor. An actor becomes capable by 
learning 
his 
shortcom ings 
and 
weaknesses and overcoming them, not 
by wallowing in false praise. 
Unchecked bad work can only beget 
more bad work 
You say that an unfavorable review 
will 
wilt the frail flower of local 
culture? As critic Charles Champlm of 
the L A 
Times wrote, "...hometown 


critics who turn a blind eye to second- 
rate work have never yet saved culture 
and they never will. Neither theater nor 
any other form of cultural enterprise 
can endure, let alone thrive, on poor 
productions and thin material. Bad art 
is almost invariably dull and tedious art. 
and audiences feel it at the base of their 
spines, even if they may not be able to 
articulate it It can't be kept secret." 


Dear Mr. Crompe: 
I read with interest Mr. Francis A 
Murray's letter of entreaty to President 
Ford (Jan 2 issue) requesting that the 
president act to cover the seacoasts with 
more nuclear plants, to destroy more 
rivers with dam s to get hydroelectric 
power, and to strip mine and destroy the 
lands of North America to get more coal 
for energy 
There is an alternative to depleting 
our natural resources and destroying the 
face of North America to get energy 
That is to use sources that cannot be 
depleted The alternative is to start now 
to use solar energy and wind power We 
have the technique to do so.

The means of getting away from the 
necessity of importing fuel oil is at hand 
All that is necessary is to impose strict 
gasoline rationing to the consumer This 
could be done by the middle of this 
month, since gasoline rationing cards 
are already printed Then no more oil 
would need to be imported — our 
domestic supply would be adequate 
Not that President Ford is likely to act 
on Mr Murray’s cry of panic If our 
president should be faced with the 
necessity of making a decision on the 
domestic front, the odds are an even 
fifty-fifty that he will take off on a trip 
to Patagonia or Timbuctoo instead. 
But enough of speculation Let's get 
down 
to 
f a c t s . 
What 
the 
environmentalists really want is to stop 
the present destruction of the face of 
North 
America 
in 
the 
name 
of 
e x p e d i e n c y . 
I n s t e a d , 
the 
environmentalists want to leave some or 
most of our natural resources for the 
future generations of humans to enjoy. 
This concept might even be extended 
to keeping a big part of our United 
States as the Creator made it. So these 
wonderful young people and children 
growing up today can see it, use it, and 
enjoy it And have a good life in the next 
century, as we older people have had in 
the present century.

approval to a water rate 
proposal that will increase the average 
home owner’s monthly bill by 80 per 
cent 
Included 
in 
the 
proposal 
the 
C om m ission 
recom m ended 
the 
retention of the present 200 cubic feet of 
free water for a household with the 
privilege being extended for the first 
time in history to apartment customers; 
a five per cent monthly rate increase 
the following year and raising the rate 
for 100 cubic feet of water (after the 
first 200 free cubic feet) from 
the 
present 35 cents to 63 cents. It may be of 
interest to you that most apartment unit 
expenses are paid by the landlord and 
are therefore tax deductible as business 
expense. Why should we, the home 
owner or renter of a house, line his 
pockets with gold at our expense? 
It was stated 
that the proposed 
increase was necessary to end deficit 
financing and to provide monies for the 
rehabilitation of the water distribution 
system and the construction of a three 
million gallon reservoir in the southeast 
comer of the city. The question that 
arises is what has caused the deficit 
financing and who is responsible for this 
act? It is a known fact that a figure in 
excess of two million dollars in the

water 
resources 
fund 
was 
transferred to the construction of our 
new public library Who authorized this 
transfer of funds? Was it the City 
Administrator? We can eliminate some 
of this deficit by dism issal of the newly 
employed assistant City Administrator

Caldwell, consulting engineers, they 
recommended an 80 per cent increase in

transmission lines and build new mains 
for new development. 


According to Gene Wählers. Lompoc 
City Administrative Officer, this will 
call for a 75 per cent rate boost for 
residences, owned or rented, and a 31 
per cent monthly increase to apartment 
units With this allocation of costs we 
have the people in residences or renting 


homes 
paying 44 per 
cent higher 
increases 
than 
those 
residing 
in 
apartments. Is this considered equality 
or do we automatically consider those 
people in apartments being of the ethnic 
or minority groups accustomed to not 
having to share on an equal basis? If 
apartment rates remain at 31 per cent 
increase, the 200 cubic feet of free water 
should be disallowed and they should be 
charged at the proposed 63 cents per 100 
cubic feet of water usage. 
In the area of new development, the 
property

development of large parcels of land 
within the city limits, according to 
recent estim ates of the addition of 534 
dwelling

Project, Use Permits ’” Here we have 
one at work The subdivision consists of 
15 acres to be divided into 64 single 
dwelling lots bounded by X and Z Streets 
and by North and Cherry Avenues Has 
he made a deposit with the city and will 
he bear his fair share or do we carry him 
and say "H e’s not heavy, he’s my 
brother! ’’ when he has more than we? 
Since I seem to be the only person 
taking written exception to the proposed 
rate increases, and after due study of all 
the ramifications, 
I 
would like to 
publicly rescind my objections and 
request 
the City Council 
pass the 
original 
proposed agenda 
with 
the 
assurance that each resident, apartment 
dweller and land developer pays his fair 
share: disregarding the proposal 
to 
halve the garbage and water rate hikes 
as appeared in the Lompoc Record 31 
December 1974. After all, this rate 
increase will carry us up to 1960 and 
then we'll get ripped off again 
Let your conscience be your guide as I 
do not intend to fight your battle alone 1 
can adjust to most anything, what are 
your capabilities for readjustment?

A look at Salsipuedes 


The 
recent 
proposal 
by 
Bob 
Edmonston for a feasibility study of a 
reservoir 
at 
Salsipuedes, 
south 
of 
Lompoc will sound like old hat to many 
followers of the water supply scene. 


In a 29-page report 
dateiined Dec 30 and 
adequately 
covered 
elsewhere, 
Edm on­ 
ston, consulting engin­ 
eer for the county and 
Norman H. Caldwell, 
county 
director 
of 
public works, suggest 
th e 
S a l s i p u e d e s 
project study as one 
step in resolving some 
of the water supply 
questions facing the 
county. 


The Salsipuedes project has been 
bruited about for years. It was one of the 
half dozen alternative water sources 
given a cursory look some years ago by 
the Bureau of Reclamation enroute to a 
final recommendation for the Lompoc 
Project. 
Somewhere along the line, Richard 
Henning, director of the Santa Ynez 
Water 
Co n s e r v a t i o n 
D i s t r i c t , 
representing Division 1, pushed for an 
evaluation of the Salsipueaes feasibility. 
As I recall it was estimated that 
Salsipuedes might produce as much as 
5,000 to 6,000 acre feet of water a year, 
compared to 
a 
once-upon-a-time 
estimate of Lompoc Project’s 16,000- 
plus acre feet. 
The catch to the Salsipuedes supply 
however was that engineers could never 
really say whether the estimated yield 
was new water wasting down through 
Lompoc toward the ocean or whether 
maybe in fact a couple thousand acre 
feet of the estimated total might not be 
filtering into the underground anyway. 
In other words, maybe, so the question 
goes, the 6,000 acre feet on the high side 
might include water that was getting 
into the underground anyway. Those 
facts will have to be pinned down. In the 
light 
of 
more 
controlled 
growth 
replacing surges of development, it 
could be that the Salsipuedes project 
water could be a factor in deferring the 
importation of state water for some 
time to come. Having said that it occurs 
to me that Henning himself has always 
been a strong advocate of state water 
importation, in lieu perhaps of Lompoc 
Project implementation. 
Anyway all this will bear looking into, 
along with, it is interesting to note, the 
in v es ti ga t i on 
of 
w a s t e 
wat er 
reclamation.

attorney and the author of a summary 
report on the subject, follows the lead of 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
River 
Water 
Conservation District in calling for the 
County Water Agency to seize hold of 
the project for decisive action, "in the 
undersigned's opinion, and those with 
whom he has spoken the Edmonston- 
Caldwell proposed program is the best 
approach Sporadic and uncoordinated 
efforts such as that of the south slope 
people in production of the Toups report, 
the efforts of the Cachuma Release 
Board to acquire Santa Ynez River 
water, and the efforts of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Control Board to protect 
our watershed, etc. are unlikely to 
produce either new water or the proper 
use of the water we have now."

BITS AND PIECES: In talking with 
Scotty Sinclair relative to his scheduled 
talk to the Robert R. Young Iris Society 
on Jan. 
19, I was struck by his 
description of hybridizing: Hybridizing 
is like mixing paint ... This winter’s 
storms didn’t waste any time in 
knocking out the McLaughlin Road 
access to Mission Hills; the first storm 
did the trick. Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie says the county will replace the 
road in about May when the danger of 
more flooding is past. Cost of the project 
will be about $1,800. That’s the sum the 
county would rather spend each year in 
lieu of the rather scary figure of $2 
million for an all weather crossing. It 
was interesting, however, to hear the 
good 
supervisor talk optimistically 
about the possibility of the Highway 1 
bypass road. Readers may recall that 
the highway project has been stalled 
pending a decision by the Los Angeles 
Appellate Court. It was Beattie’s view 
that it wouldn’t be practical to think in 
terms of a permanent crossing at 
McLaughlin until the courts settled the 
bypass question. Beattie seemed to 
think the courts would decide in favor of 
proceeding.
